'"Ifte fact that fe* is a urologist is irrelevant* ’’ gays ,;r, Hagan. Granted., Hunt 
is: eminently relevant, though* is the fact that !>r, J, at timer is not a forensic paiiiolc- 
gist and that he was therefore not even eligible to view the Kennedy autopsy materials 
under tn» specific terms of the Oct, 29, lyt/b .igmenent with tna ivVtional urcniveo- Tn»t 
Agreement explicitly excludes all but "recognized experts in the field of patnology or 
related areas of science or technology. " By no stretea of imagination cculd it be claimed 
that the science of uioiogy is in any way related to tnat of forensic paThology..- 

Dr, Ragan attempts to overcome Dr,. La t timer*;? conspicuous lack of qualification 
for the privilege granted him by pointing out ttutt hat timer nas considerable experience 
In ballistics, and that he did a lot of testing with "Oswald- type rifle a" and "Oswald.- 
type cartridges . *' But ballistics is not tne same tuing an forensic pa tuoiogy eitner, 
as l)Tc itegan surely knows* even though no encases to overlook the basic difference, nobody 
but a twined forensic pathologist i» qualified to trace the course of a bullet through 
?. human body, and to infar from it the direction of the shooting. Precisely for tftat roscon 
it would mv« oeen the duty of Burse Kars ball to select for the "first non-governmental 
look" a person at least sell qualified in forensic pathology* if not a loader in this 
field. 

Were there none available or willing? On the coatzuz 
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slightest doubt that the slighting of Dr. itecnt by riarshaD was due to the fact teat 
this too expert in forensic pathology had previously expressed serious misgivings about 
tne honesty of the JPK autopsy The shameless preference given to an obscure urologist 
over tne president of tne American Academy of forensic sciences speaks icr itself, and 
loudly: Truth was the last tiling wanted in the case,’ 

Dr. Lattimer's lengthy piece in "Resident and Staff physician" is an elabo- 
rate job of make-believe and deception,, impressively rigged up with diagrammatic sketches 
and steeped in scientific lingo.- This is not the place for discussing, and 1 am certainly 
not qualified to argue about all aspects of nis "findings", many of widen are totally 
irrelevant to the key question of where tne bullets came from that killed President Kenne- 
dy. What matters here is the evidence of bad faith and fraudulent intent of which a few 
examples will be given below- 

At the care of the fraud perpetrated by Dr. hat timer with the help ©f Dr- Ragan 
and others lies his assertion, allegedly based on a careful study of the autopsy photo- 
graphs and X-rays, that the first bullet, fired from behind and above, entered the back ox 
the President* 8 neck at a point even higher than the Warren Commission had assumed. In 
doing so. Dr, Lattimer even further complicated a problem the SfC was unable to solve plau- 
sibly, to wit the five- to- six- inch discrepancy between this alleged high location of -an 
alleged entry wound and the established location of tne bullet- hales in the coat and shirt 
He then proceeds to "salve" the problem cavalierly by pretending to believe tnat Kennedy's 
garments had "humped-up" on the back of ids neck to that impossible extent. 

As "proof" of this wildly extravagant assertion. Dr, Lattimer reproduces , us 
Figure 4» what he labels "A photograph of President Kennedy taken a few minutes before 
he was shot, showing Ids suit-coat ‘humped-up* behind his neck If nis coat and shirt were 
in this configuration when he was hit, probably due to nis waving, which he appears to 
have been doing, this could account for tne fact that the bullet holes in nis coat and 
shirt were farther down from his collar than was the corresponding bullet hole in his 
back (a point about which there has b sea some confusion and argument) " - 

As far as I know this photograph has never been published before and, indeed,; 
there is" no reason why it should have been, for it- w-u: admittedly taken "a few minutes" 
before the snooting, jt does not prove in any say, there, ore, tnat tne president was sit- 
ting in the same position the moment he was hit, as a matter of fact, both tne Kapxuder 
Film and other pictures taken at the instunt of the first shot show "Kennedy sitting quite 
erect with no indication of a bunched-up jacket. 

Indeed p-. on p- 223 of nis book "Six Second g in Dallas, " Josiah Thompson 
reproduces a picture taken by cameraman Philip willis “'at almost tne exact moment wnen 
the wounding bullet struck" and then writes: "I nave studied tne original slide under 
a microscope- ill though it is not apparent on black-and* - -kite copies, the original color 
slide shows clearly that tne President's clo tiling was mb bunched at tne time he was 
wounded in tea back- " 

Moreover, the picture La l timer relies upon as "proof” ol rJ.s absurd conten- 
tion could well have been "doctored, " and probably whs, For an expert forger = ana tne 
wl.i n-.s legions ox" tuem at its disposal -• it would oa au easy trick to retouch the out- 
lines of a .jacks t on a &lac*-and-wiii te photo in such a nastier as to make it look "bunched 
up" under tne collar, rhe source" of tne picture in suspect* too, fox - it. was obtained oy 
Lattimer ''courtesy of Dallas Timet herald, Dallas, ' Texas - " To Assume tne probity of a big 
newspaper published in tne city that provided tne facial ties for murdering President 
Kennedy, would be adventurous, indeed, hot xor a Dr. i** t timer, ox course. 
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aucn a way that tile "In-Out" arrow, wJvlcfl is supposed to indicate the transit of the 
bullet through the body pierces only one hole into the allegedly "bunche&up" coat and 
shirt. • 1'Or this is the big and indeed insuperable difficulty for i)r, hattiraer the same 
as others who before him have tried this absurd construction in order to explain the 
inexplicable away; had Kennedy really- been in such a hunched position, with his garments 
riding up about six inches on hi a back,, then tu<? shirt would have to nave been doubled
